LOTTERY DECIDES DRAFT VULNERABILITY OF 19-YEAR OLDS 

THE DRAFT VULNERABILITY of 600.000 19- 
year-olds was decided Wednesday in a scientifically 
devised lottery that assigned the No. 1 spot in next 
year’s induction priority to those bom July 9, 1951. 
The callup order for draft eligibles who are 19 this 
year turned on the separate selection of two capsules 
Bt a time — a red one bearing a birthdate and a green 
one with a number setting that date's order of induc¬ 
tion. Thus, July 9, was the 11th capsule drawn during 
B 3'/i-hour lottery at the Commerce Department audi¬ 
torium in Washington. Those bom on that date 
learned they would be first summoned next year when 
Robert Roth, 21, a Hartford. Wis., youth adviser to the 
Selective Service, then drew from another drum the 
call up capsule containing the number 1. At the other 
end. youths who become 19 July 8 .next Tuesday, were 
placed 365th on the induction priority list although 
their date capsule was the 221st drawn. The two- 
capsule system was worked out by mathematics ex¬ 
perts to put the drawing on the most random chance 
basis possible. Because the Pentagon has not set next 
year's military manpower needs, officials were reluctant 
to spell out any firm guidelines on what the drawing 
meant tor this year's 19-year-olds, 

PRESIDENT ACTIVATES NEW POLICY-MAKING APPARATUS 

PRESIDENT NIXON Wednesday activated his new 
domestic policy-making appartus and summoned his 
chief advisers to the Western White House for two 
days of conferences. The President signed executive 
orders implementing a major reorganization of his 
White House stall that would streamline the machinery 
for determining domestic priorities and executing do¬ 
mestic policies .Nixon, who flew from San Clemente, 
Calif., to Los Angeles Tuesday night, spent most of 
the day working in the Presidential Suite of the Cen¬ 
tury Plaza Hotel reviewing the positions he planned to 
outline in his unique, televised report to the nation on 
foreign policy Wednesday night. There were reports he 
would name a new chief negotiator for the Paris peace 
talks in hopes of nudging North Vietnam into meaning¬ 
ful negotiations. Henry Cabot Lodge resigned last 
December to show displeasure at the lack of progress. 
The executive order signed by the President creates the 
Domestic Council and the Office of Management and 
Budget. 

N.Y. HOSPITALS PREPARE FOR DELUGE OF ABORTION PATIENTS 

NEW YORK STATE’S "abortion on demand" law 
went into effect Wednesday with more than 700 women 
signed up for the operation in New York City which 
Is expected to become the abortion capital of the na¬ 
tion. The city’s municipal hospital system was con¬ 
sidering rushing 350 physicians into a specialzed 
training course to prepare them for a deluge of 
patients expected during the first year the country's 
most liberal abortion law is in effect. Between 50.000 
nnd 100,000 New York City women alone are expected 
to take advantage of the law annually and upstate and 
out-of-state patients are predicted to run as high as 
500,000. The law removed all restrictions on abortions 
for both married and unmarried women who are 17 
years of age or older within the first 24 weeks of 
pregnancy.

SOUTH VIETNAMESE UNITS MOVE TO PROTECT PHNOM PENH 

POWERFUL South Vietnamese units moved 
Wednesday to protect the Cambodian capital of Phnom 
Penh and keep open its vital communications with the 
lest of the country and the outside world. While a 
4 000-man Vietnamese army unit was being withdrawn 
from a short foray into the jungled mountains of north¬ 
east Cambodia, the armored columns and a marine unit 
were assigned to clear highways and railways and the 
Mekong River channel for ocean shipping to Phnom 
Penh, military sources reported. About 31.000 Saigon 
troops remain in Cambodia. In Vietnam. Communist 
automatic weapons fire destroyed two U.S. helicopters 
carrying troops away from the Cambodian border to 
bases deeper in South Vietnam. Eight GIs were killed 
and five wounded just after they had walked safely 
out of the Cambodian jungle. Meanwhile, a Hanoi 
broadcast branded the withdrawal of American ground 
forces from Cambodia as a “trick'' designed to mask 
continuation of the war. 

ISRAELI WARPLANES ATTACK AS EGYPT REINFORCES MISSILES 

ISRAELI warplanes attacked Wednesday across 
(he Suez Canal amid indications that Egypt's front¬ 
line positions had been reinforced with new antiaircraft 
missile sires despite more than a month of daily raids. 
Egypt reported Tuesday that four Israeli jet fighter- 
bomlvrs were shot down by "our air defense methods" 
nnd three Israeli airmen captured. Israel admitted the 
loss of two planes. The Egyptian report touched off 
speculation in Tel Aviv that Egypt had succeeded in 
Installing new. sophisticated Soviet-made SAM3 
surface-to-air missiles along the canal. But a senior 
Israeli military official said the planes probably were 
shot down by the older SAM2s — the first loss of war¬ 
planes to the missiles since the 1967 war. 

BIG-4 ENVOYS MEET; SOVIET PROPOSES MIDDLE EAST PLAN 

THE BIG FOUR ambassadors met for two hours 
tn New York Wednesday to discuss the continuing war¬ 
fare between Israel and the Arfibs in the Middle East. 
Two Israeli newspapers said Russia has put forward 
n new peace plan. The Soviet proposal was made a 
week ago at the last United Nations meeting of the 
Big Four ambassadors, the newspapers said. The Big 
Four envoys met aeain Wednesday, but there was no 
Indication afterwards whether or not they had dis¬ 
cussed it or the American peace plan put forward last 
week by U.S. Secretary of State William P. Rogers. The 
reported Soviet plan calls on the Arabs to make peace 
with Israel once it withdraws from all occupied terri¬ 
tory, in.Muding East Jerusalem, capturel in the Six-Day 
war of June, 1967. The envoys of the United States, 
the Soviet Union, Britain and France met at the em¬ 
bassy residence of Soviet Ambassador Jacob A. Malik. 
They agreed to meet again on July 15 under British 
auspices.

NEW LAW GIVES STATE ‘MOST ENLIGHTENED' BAIL LAWS 

A BILL, signed Wednesday by Gov. Sargent, gives 
Massachusetts one of the nation’s "most enlightened" 
bail laws. Drafted by the Massachusetts Law Reform 
Institute, the new law provides for the release of de¬ 
fendants without bail in eases which do not involve 
capital crimes — at the discretion of the judge. "One 
function of the law is to eliminate the practice of 
making an accused person await trial in jail because 
he cannot afford to post bail." said Michael Feldman 
of the Institute. Should a judge decide to set bail for 
a defendant who cannot afford to raise it, the judge 
must inform the accused of his right to appeal the de 
cision the following day In addition, the law prohibits 
judges from increasing bail for defendants who appeal 
lower court convictions. The bill contained an emer¬ 
gency preamble — thus, putting its provisions in effect 
immediately.

Candidates Fate Problem In 
Overcoming Summer Apathy 

Now that the two State Conventions have been re¬ 
corded in the chapters of political history, the can¬ 
didates involved in major primary contests will dis¬ 
cover that one of the difficult problems confronting 
them will be to arouse public Interest and attract 
public attention during the summer. 

The fight between Boston Mayor Kevin H. White, 
Senate President Maurice A. Donahue, former Wh'te 
House Presidential Aide Kenneth O’Donnell and for¬ 
mer Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bellotti is an ex¬ 
tremely important one. The man who wins it may 
be the next Governor of Massachusetts. 

But the average citizen will not pay much atten¬ 
tion to that four-way battle for the Democratic nom¬ 
ination for Governor until after Labor Day. 

The candidates will show up at the clambakes 
and picnics held by organizations and will say a 
few words if they’re allowed to do so. Usually this 
will be a waste of time because the clambake par¬ 
ticipants will be too busy chatting among them¬ 
selves to hear a politician. 

The embattled contenders will try to talk per¬ 
sonally to as many voters as they can. But how many 
people can you buttonhole in a day at shopping cen¬ 
ters and transit stations? And how many votes can 
you get by introducing yourself to a woman with her 
arms full of bundles or a man on his way to worlc 
waiting at a bus stop? 

A candidate trying to meet as many people as 
possible can do little more than tell a commuter or 
shopper who he is, ask for their support and engag# 
in a hasty handshake. 

Mayor White and Senate President Donahue by 
virtue of the offices they hold will be in a better po¬ 
sition to get publicity than will O’Donnell or Bellotti 
although O’Donnell lias a book about the late Presi¬ 
dent Kennedy coming out this summer. Portions of 
it will be printed in a national magazine. 

It will be interesting to see how the other 
candidates react to White’s proposal that the 
primary campaign be waged at a high level on 
the issues with no personal attacks. 

Democratic hopes of capturing the Governorship 
next November will be damaged less if White’s plea 
is followed although there is no certainty it will be. 

On the basis of statements made privately by 
some of t h e candidates it is obvious a certain 
amount of bitterness simmers beneath the sur¬ 
face and could explode into the open at any time. 

All four Democratic contentants will level a3 many 
blasts as they can at Republican Governor Sargent, 
a safe political target, but they may run out of thing* 
to say about Sarge. Too many attacks at the Governor 
might also help rather than hurt him unless they ar* 
of such a nature that they startle the public. 


Congresswoman-to-be Maps 
Drive To Liberate Ladies 

We were unaware that the women are in need 
of liberation, but some of them at least think they are. 
Others we know probably would be offended by th* 
suggestion that they need to be liberated from any¬ 
thing. 

Whatever your view on so delicate a matter, it 
appears a so-called lib candidate is on her way to elec¬ 
tion to Congress and that the natonal House next 
January will get its first women’s liberation spokes¬ 
man. That should liven things a bit on Capitol Hill. 

Mrs. Bella Abzug, 49-year-old woman lawyer, won 
the Democratic nomination for Congress in a pre¬ 
dominantly Democratic district, in the New York 
State primary. 

She did it the hard way by upsetting veteran 
Congressman Leonard Farbstein, a liberal, who is 
completing his 14th year in the national House. 

Mrs. Abzug waged a hard-hitting compaign on 
the issue of total equality for women and was aided 
by such show business personalities as Barbra Strei¬ 
sand. 

What Miss Streisand needs to be liberated from 
is also unclear from where we sit. A lot of men 
wish they made as much money as she does. 

In any event, Congresswoman-to-be Abzug is pre¬ 
paring to storm the ramparts to liberate the ladies. 
Out of the way, gents!

Mediocre Run By Goldberg 
Surprise To Many Experts 

Not the least of the surprises in the New York 
State primary was the failure of former Supreme Court 
Justice Arthur J. Goldberg to make a better showing 
in his run for the Democratic nomination for Gov¬ 
ernor. 

Mr. Goldberg won the right to stand against Gov¬ 
ernor Nelson Rockefeller in next November’s election, 
but the margin by which he gained it was nothing 
to cause his supporters to dance in the streets. 

When Goldberg was making up his mind whether 
he would be a candidate for the New Y’ork Governor¬ 
ship, some political experts predicted that if he ran, 
he not only would defeat Nelson Rockefeller but would 
win by such a margin he would carry the entire Dem¬ 
ocratic ticket in with him. 

Now there is some doubt that Goldberg will 
be able to defeat Rocky at all, let alone sweep to 
a crushing victory over him. The only reason 
Goldberg is conceded even a chance of achieving 
the Governorship is that Rockefeller will be stand¬ 
ing for reelection to an unprecedented fourth 
term, and the voters do become tired of office¬ 
holders who serve in such difficult positions ns 
Governor and Mayor. 

It is only those who serve in the more remote 
positions of U.S. Senator and Congressman who hold 
office for long periods of time. 

Goldberg won by only 45,000 votes over How¬ 
ard J. Samuels, a millionaire, but relatively unknown 
politically. By contrast, Basil A. Paterson, a black 
State Senator who faces an uphill struggle in the 
fall election, gained the nomination for Lieutenant 
Governor by more than 320,000 votes.

Cairo Brightens After 
Six-Day War Jitters 


By RAY WILKINSON 

Egypt's darkest hour since 
Its disastrous defeat in the 
Six Day War (ante one 
morning earlier this year 
when Israeli jets swooped 
low over Cairo, throwing 
millions of people into tem¬ 
porary panic. 

From rooftops across the 
city soldiers and civilians 
opened up with anti aircraft 


guns, vintage rifles and 
machine guns. Traffic snarl¬ 
ed. Thousands of shoppers 
at spring sales dropped their 
bags in fright. School 
children screamed in terror. 

Egyptian leaders warned 
ominously it was the start of 
an Israeli campaign to bomb 
Egypt into submission. 

In little more than three 
months there has been a 
remarkable transformation. 


On this third anniversary of 
the June 1967 War the lights 
of Cairo, partially blacked 
out since March, 1969, are 
winking a little more bright¬ 
ly. Neon signs in the 
downtown district and the 
beacon atop the control 
tower at Cairo Airport arc 
again turned on. 

Israel has not followed up 
Its deep penetration raids in¬ 
to Egypt, apparently nnwill- 
ing to test Egypt's new 
defensive network of 
missiles, and the Egyptians 
launched their own so-called 
spring offensive. 

Egyptian President Gamal 


Abdel Nasser once more 
feels strong enough to enter 
into meaningful dialogue 
with the Americans. 

"The military claims of 
either side arc relatively 
unimportant now,” one 
western diplomat said. 
"What is significant is that 
Egypt has, for the moment, 
gained the initiative. Israel 
is on the spot and that 
hasn't happened for a long 
time.” 

Standing in the shadow- of 
the pyramids on a quiet day 
one can hear the roar of 
Egyptian and Israeli guns 
rolling across the empty 
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deserts from the Suez Canal 
front 70 miles away. 

Cinemas show such 
movies as “Battle of Britain” 
and'Thc Second World War” 
- with signs posted warning 
patrons that in case of air 
attack they should move 
slowly to the foyer. 

Though Egypt will 
allocate about $1.2 billion in 
the upcoming year for 
defense, with the aid of 
Russian assistance the 
Egyptians still expert to 
balance the budget and end 
up with a trade balance in 


the hlark. 

In a few months the giant 
Aswan Dam, cornerstone of 
a modernized Egypt and a 
project that has helped buy 
time while the country in¬ 
dustrializes, will be com¬ 
pleted. 

Food is plentiful and 
cheap. New cars clog city 
streets. Shops are full of 
goods, though imported 
western items still arc pro¬ 
hibitively expcnsiive. Money 
is plentiful, but Egyptians 
keep a close watch on where 
it goes.

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§200,000 Federal Grant 
Awarded Local Hospital 


Administrative Vice 
President William S. Brines 
announced today that the 
NewtonAVellesley Hospital has 
been notified that the National 
Institute of Mental Health has 
approved a $ 200,000 federal 
Brant for the construction of 
new community mental health 
center facilities at the hospital. 

The application for the grant 
was made in November 1969. 
after many months of 
discussion and planning by 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital 
with the assistance of the 
Regional Office for Mental 
Health of the Commonwealth 
and will complete the 
components essential to an 
area-wide comprehensive 
mental health center for the 
Newton - Wellesley - Weston 
area. 

Participating major 
components of the Center are 
the Newton Mental Health 
Center, the Human Relations 
Service of Wellesley, the 
Newton Preschool Nursery, 
the Newton Court Cliric, 
Medfield State hospital. 
Wrentham State School, and 
the Charles River Workshop. 
All of these agencies arc 
concerned with emotionally 
disturbed or retarded adults, 
adolescents, and children. 

Primarily, the facility to be 
established under the grant is 
a 21 -bed psychiatric in patient 
care unit to he located in the 
East Wing of the hospital. 
Adjacent to this unit, the 
hospital will be providing a 
“partial hospitalization" 
service in the area now being 
used for the hospital's 
intensive care and coronary 
care units. 

These latter services w ill be 
moved into a newly renovated 
section adjacent to the 
surgical department now

West Wing. 

There will be 10 two-bed 
rooms and one one-bed room, 
the latter tobc used as a quiet 
room or for temporary 
privacy. This inpatient unit 
will be "open" and not 
intended for the acute 
psychotic patient who would 
normally be cared for at the 
Medificld Hospital unit 
assigned to the Newton 
Wellesley-Weston area. 

Recently under construction 
and in the new multi purpose 
outpatient care department, 
the long established 
psychiatric ou tpatient 
program will be continued. 

It is envisaged that the 
inpatient and “partial" 
hosppitalization units, which 
will adjoin each other, will 
serve conceptually as a single 
entity and that day and 
evening programs will flow 
easily between the two units. 

The staff of Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital has 
included psychiatrists for over 
25 years. The current active 
staff includes 10 psychiatrists 
in private practice who donate 
a portion of their time to the 
hospital. 

For about 12 years. Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital. in 
conjunction with Medfield 
State Hospital, has maimained 
a psychiatric and training care 
program. In addition, Medfield 
State Hospital now assigns 
other social workers, 
psychologists, and 
rehabilitation counselors to 'he 
New ton Wellesley Psychiatric 
Clinic which is under the 
direction of William E. 
Waterman. M.D. 

For the past seven years, 
members of the Medfield State 
Hospital staff have 
administered and operated an 
After-Care Clinic one evening 
each week at NWH for 
New ton Wellesley-Weston area 
patients discharged from 
Medfield. 

The hospital is in the 
process of developing a five- 
day outpatient clinic for 
adolescents and adults with 
personnel provided by both the 
hospital and by the 
Massachusetts Department of 
Mental Health. Additional 
financial assistance has been- 
made available by the 
communities of Newton. 
Wellesley, and Weston. The 
Commonwealth, in 
collaboration with Newton 
Wellesley Hospital, last year 
appointed a full-time 
psychiatrist, a psychiatric 
social worker, and a 
psychologist to the hospital's 
outpatient unit. 

The philosophy of the 
mental health center's 
program is to emphasize 
alternatives to 

prolonged hospitalization. This 
will be accomplished by 
outpatient services, 
consolation, and a community 
residence program. The 
expanded outpatient 
department w ill c n a b 1 o 
patients to receive treatment 
early in the course of their 
illness and thus prevent 
hospitalization.

Camping Fervor Strikes 
Hard as Summer Nears 

By Gay Pauley 
When I was a bit 
younger, camping meant 
pitching a canvas tent 
somewhere in the backyard 
and gathering enough cour¬ 
age to steep out overnight. 

t’ t like everything else in 
recent years, camping has 
changed usually, for the 
better and certainly toward 
the bigger. Nowadays the 
whole family has caught the 
camp-out bug (as one wag 
said, "The family that 
camps together, gets poison 
ivy together"). And if the 
family is sufficiently well 
off, it can go so whole - hog 
it hits the road and th 1 
campsites in "mansions oil 
wheels” that cost up to 
S30.000. 

More realistically, for 
most of us the call of the 
wild calls for less luxu-y. 

But our numbers arc grow¬ 
ing. Assorted authorities in 
the field say that family 
camping is the fastest grow¬ 
ing outdoor recreation, in¬ 
creasing about 15 per cent a 
year. 

The North American 
Family Campers Associa¬ 
tion, (NAFCA) Inc., with 
headquarters at 
Ncwburyport, Mass., 
estimates that there are ap¬ 
proximately 45 million fami¬ 
ly campers or about 18 
million families, with a 
typical family spending S25 
to S30 a day on the go. 

Then there are the sales 
of recreational vehicles — 
the travel trailers, tent 
trailers, truck campers and 
motorized shelters, which 
totalled S989 million last 
year. There are about 2.5 
million such vehicles 
registered, 80 per cent of 
them travel trailers. The 
average paid per vehicle — 

$2,467. 

That's the average, but

NAFCA has amassed 
many camping statistics 
from tourism agencies, 
federal agencies, sporting 
goods outlets, recreational 
vehicle makers, and 
publications in the field. 

Tent sales also are glow¬ 
ing, with 700,000 tents worth 
S70 million now sold yearly, 
compared with just half a 
million tents only three 
years ago. 

Who are the family 
campers? Primarily 
dwellers of the suburbs, 
small cities and towns, says 
NAFCA. Most own their 
own homes, some 59 per 
cent own two or more cars. 
45 per cent of the camping 
family heads are college 
graduates, hold advanced 
degrees or have some col¬ 
lege training. 

Some 34 per cent are 
family heads earning over 
S10.000 annually. .More than 
52 per cent are in¬ 

professional or skilled posi¬ 
tions or are self - employed. 

Thcgrwoth of camping 
numbers has resulted in a 
boom in campsites too. Last 
year, there were 587.342 
campsites in the United 
States, 65 per cent of which 
were operated privately. 
Canada offers 9 2,69 9 

campsites. 

Th latest fad is the sale of 
campsites on a con¬ 

dominium basis. A 
developer prepares a tract 
of land to include several 
hundred campsites, plus full 
recreation facilities. 
The right to use a site is sold 
to an individual, subject to 
certain limitations. In a 
way, it is like owning a 
cooperative apartment, with 
a yearly charge for 
maintenance. 

With camping growing in 
popularity, the need also for 
safety grows. 

Every child as well as 
adult should know first aid, 
says Eleanor Hester, who 
directed camping groups for 
21 years and currently is ex¬ 
ecutive director of the 
American Camping Associa¬ 
tion. 

Every child as well as 
adult should know how to 
handle tools safely. A 
campfire never should be 
left unattended and once a 
family leaves a campsite, 
make sure the fire is OCT. 

"Pure carelessness.” she 
said, is the greatest hazard 
to those on the camping 
trail.

School Bond 
Issues Still 
Big Problem 

It’s always open season on 
school bond issues. In hun¬ 
dreds of communities 
across the nation, proposed 
bond issues to finance new 
school construction have 
been defeated by the voters 
in recent years. 

Today's tight financial 
market does not make it 
any easier to obtain public 
approval for school district 
indebtedness that eventually 
will have to be paid for 
through taxation. 

Because of their proxi¬ 
mity to the voters and the 
fact that most states re¬ 
quire voter approval for 
bond issues for schools, 
school bonds have borne far 
more than a fair share of 
.popular revolt against 
higher taxes in recent 
vears. 

Why, then, can one school 
district win approval for a 
construction program while 
in another it is sent down to 
defeat by a substantial 
margin? 

One important factor, ac¬ 
cording to educational con- 
.sultant Nicholaus 
Englehardt. is that voters 
who are ignorant of the 
Issues usually vote “no.” 

“I think that in order to 
pass a school bond issue to¬ 
day, you simply have to 
have an all-out campaign of 
public education,” said 
Englehardt. 

“If you do this, you can 
pass a bond issue - if it’s a 
reasonable program.” 

Englehardt is emphatic on 
one point - you must take 
the issues to the voters right 
in their livingrooms. School 
officials cannot succeed by 
scheduling a few open 
meetings and expecting the 
voters to come and inform 
themselves, he says.

Broadway

If in fortunate for the very 
s u c c essful "Applause,” 
which recently won 
Broadway's Tony Award as 
best musical In the 1969-70 
competition, fliat "Com¬ 
pany” arrived at the Alvin 
Theater after the Tony 
deadline, March 31. 
"Applause" is star Lauren 
Bacall, period. "Company” 
iseveryone. 

Both shows belong to the 
1969-70 season, which ends 
May 31, and "Company” is, 
by far, the best of all 
musicals to arrive since last 
June 1. It is eligible for the 
1971 Tony competition. 

It is quite likely, too, that 
Ron Fields, of "Applause,” 
who received a Tony as best 
director of a musical, 
escapes competition with 
Harold Prince, who staged 
"Company” as well as pro¬ 
ducing this latest in a long 
line of successful Prince 
ventures. 

So, what is so special 
about "Company.” 

Primarily, it is different, 
which, of course, is 
meaningful only if the "dif¬ 
ference” works. It does. I 
wouldn't say that it is, in 
style and content, tht most 
innovative musical ever, but 
it is distinctive enough in 
those areas. 

SOLID BLEND 

"Company” is a solid 
blend of libretto, songs, 
movement and physical pro¬ 
duction that constitutes an 
ultra-sophisticated, brittle, 
bittersweet examination of 
matrimony, bachelor hood, 
sex and life in general in 
well-heeled circles i n 
today's New York Ciry. 

Freshman George Furth’s 
libretto is, plot-wise, about 
as substantial as cotton 
candy. No matter. I| is 
brash, knowing, sardonic, 
true and humorous. It runs 
down a bit in the second act, 
but don't they all? 

The story is wedded to a 
fine score by experienced 
Stephen Sondheim (“West 
Side Story," "A Funny Thing 
Happened on the Way to the 
Forum") in a most happy 
manner. 

And producer Prince, who 
seems to grow as a dirtetor 
each time he undertakes the 
double duty, has knit all 
elements into an attractive 
whole with substantial aid 
from Michael Bennet, who 
staged the musical num¬ 
bers; set designer Soris 
Aronson, who reached the 
peak of a very long career;

French General 
Holds Dim View 
Of Vietnam War 

Gen. Henri Navarre has 
seen it all before - the Com¬ 
munists’ stalling at the 
peace table, their 
diversionary actions in 
Cambodia and Laos, their 
demands for withdrawal 
from Indochina of the 
“imperialist aggressors." 

Gen. Navarre, now 71 but 
still ramrod straight, com¬ 
manded the French armed 
forces during their, ill fated 
war against the Communist 
Viet Minh which ended in 
disaster at Dien Bien Phu 16 
years ago. 

"Tlie Americans have 
saved Dien Bien Phu.” 
Navarre said. “If the 
American Air Force had in¬ 
tervened at Dien Bien Phu. 
this would not have allowed 
the French to win the war 
but it would have won them 
an honorable way out. And 
tlie Americans, I Delieve, 
would have s a v ed 
themselves 15 years of war 
in Vietnam. 

"Thanks to their 
overwhelming materiel 
superiority, the Americans 
will not suffer a Dien Bien 
Phu,” the military leader 
said, contemplating Presi¬ 
dent Nixon’s effort to ex¬ 
tricate the United States 
from the war. 

"The Americans will get 
an honorable exit. But the 
fact remains that they risk 
losing the war.” 

Navarre has no advice to 
offer Washington. He shrug¬ 
ged his broad shoulders 
when asked what ne would 
do if he were back there in 
embattled Vietnam in the 
shoes of his American .suc¬ 
cessors. 

"There are d i s 11 nc t 
parallels between the two 
situations," he said. 

‘‘First, A m e rican 
parliamentary and public 
opinion is getting tired of 
the war. The Vietnamese 
Communists know it, just as 
they Knew France was get¬ 
ting weary of the war which 
I was in command." 

The silverhaired French 
general said the Viet Minh - 
as he keeps calling the Com¬ 
munist enemy in Indochina, 
making no distinction 
between Hanoi and the Viet 
Cong - a re trying out the 
tactics tested successfully 
against the French years 
back. 

They are playing for time 
at the Paris peace talks 
while trying to speed up the 
American disengagement 
by stirring trouble in Laos 
and Cambodia. Navarre 
said. 

How It Happened 

"In 1952. six years after 
the start of the war, the 
Viet Minh were confining 
their military operations to 
Vietnam," he recalled. 
"Then, on Feb. 18, 1954, 
when France agreed to go 
to Geneva to negotiate 
peace, they expanded the 
war to Laos and Cambodia. 

"To speed up the process 
of prospective French 
departure they decided to 
make a decisive, final effort 
at Dien Bien Phy to win new 
cards for Geneva.” 

At Dien Bien Phu the ex¬ 
hausted remnants of 11 elite 
French battalions, 
altogether 16,000 men. were 
overrun after an epic 56-day 
siege. 

Navarre is distinctly 
skeptical about the chances 
of Nixon's Vietnamization 
program. 

"Vietnamization is an old 
idea," he said. “It was the 
basis of my own plan when I 
was sent to Indochina in 
1952. In my days the South 
Vietnamese did not fight 
well. Now, the situation 
seems to have changed. The 
South Vietnamese regime 
seems to have a more solid 
base. 

"The key question is

Caribbean Cruise To 
Cure Ggarette Habit

Imagine a boatload of 
heavy smokers off on a two- 
week Caribbean cruise with¬ 
out a single cigarette avail¬ 
able. 

Would they be climbing the 
rigging the first night out? 
Pleading with the captain to 
put in to the first port? Start 
smoking their napkins? 

What may sound like the 
scenario for a situation com¬ 
edy is actually a real cruise 
designed to help those who 
want to quit smoking. 

The tobaccoless voyage was 
thought up by the Institute 
for New Motivations, 200 Park 
ave., New York. N.Y., a recent¬ 
ly formed organization with 
a philosophy that people in a 
special environment can help 
each other break bad habits. 

Smokeless Holiday 

The first two 13-day non¬ 
smoking cruises arc scheduled 
for September and November, 
using the 20 , 000 -ton cruise 
ship Santa Paul chartered 
from Prudential-Grace Lines. 
Except for special programs 
aimed at blowing away smoke 
dreams, the cruises will have 
all the partying and island 
touring of regular seagoing 
vacations, at prices ranging 
from $695 to $1,680. 

The Institute's medical di¬ 
rector, New York psychia¬ 
trist William J. Nemon, 
thinks the idea of 250-300 
confirmed smokers trapped 
on a smokeless ship will not 
only be peaceful, but a fun 
vacation. 

"This is not to be a float¬ 
ing mental hospital or a psy¬ 
chiatric clinic,” D. Nemon said 


whether tiiey will be nhle to 
hold on once the Americans 
pull out.

But an¬ 
nouncing in advance 
evacuation withdrawals. . .” 
Navarre shook his head. 

Navarre believes North

‘‘Mind you. each 
resultless session makes the 
Americans a little more im¬ 
patient. losing a little more 
heart. So far all the con¬ 
cessions have come from 
the American side - halt of 
the TJ.S. bombing raids over 
North Vietnam in 1968, 
followed by the an¬ 
nouncement of the U.S. 
pullout.” 

Navaree has strong 
doubts about the chances of 
insuring peace in Vietnam 
through a new Geneva 
conference. "The North 
Vietnamese will always 
seek to dominate the 
South." he said.

"These cruises will be sail¬ 
ing into a new state rather 
than leaving the old state,” 
he said. "For some the ship's 
environment will be enough. 
Some will have more problems 
and will need discussion 
groups. For others lecture 
groups will remind them that 
cigarettes are harmful to their 
[health. 

"In discussion groups per¬ 
sons get a great deal of satis¬ 
faction from hearing of 
other's cravings for cigarettes. 
They also get a feeling of self- 
; confidence when they find' 
that food tastes better and, 
things smell nicer and every-) 
one else is experiencing they 
same thing. I 

On The Sneak? / 

"This is not real group! 
therapy, and nothing like en¬ 
counter or sensitivity groups 
— that would be the worst 
thing,” he said. "We don't 
want an atmosphere of intro¬ 
spection. We don't want to 
get into anyone's deep psy-, 
chological problems. But if we 
can get one person to talk 
with another person, he will 
be helping himself as well as 
the other , ?rson." 

Asked if he expected any 
backsliding when the ship 
stopped at various ports, he 
shrugged and replied. “I don't 
expect any problem. Three or 
four will run out and buy cig¬ 
arettes at the first port. But 
by this time the group will 
be against cigarettes. Bring¬ 
ing cigarettes back aboard 
would be like bringing a bot¬ 
tle to an Alcoholics Anony¬ 
mous meeting. 

"For this kind of environ¬ 
ment a ship is ideally suited. 
The concept is very sound, 
very well planned. I have talk¬ 
ed it over with many psychi¬ 
atrists of different orienta¬ 
tions in CTTTerent parts of the 
country and their approval 
was unanimous," he said. 

"Of course it’s not going to 
be 100 per cent successful. 
Some people want magic, but 
are not willing to help them¬ 
selves. But if they really want 
to quit smoking they can have 
a grand vacation.”

Belts Needed 
With Air Bags 

Unbelted car occupants can 
be thrown into the windshield 
or Instrument panel during 
panic brake stops prior to in¬ 
flation of air bags, a Ford 
Motor Company engineer 
warned the National Highway 
Safety Bureau today. 

Stuart M. Frey, Ford's chief 
body engineer, documented 
the statement with motion 
picture footage of human vol¬ 
unteers, equipped with special 
protective gear, who partici¬ 
pated in tests conducted at 
the company’s proving ground 
In Dearborn, Mich. The presen 
tation was made at the 
N'HSB’s technical meeting on 
vehicle restraint systems. 

"In the real world, a vast 
majority of frontal impacts 
are accompanied and preceded 
by panic braking," Mr. Frey 
explained. 

Ford's films showed the un¬ 
belted passengers thrown for¬ 
ward during sudden, hard 
stops. Dummies then were 
placed in similar positions and 
the cars were crashed into a 
barrier to demonstrate the cf -1 
fectiveness of air bags, which 
are Intended to Inflate in a 


fraction of a second (40 milli-l 
seconds) when a car collision 
occurs. In each crash test! 
with unbelted dummies, evi¬ 
dence of severe injury was 
indicated. 

Additional tests shown with 
unbelted dummies included 
rollovers and side impacts. 
With the side windows low¬ 
ered, the right front passen¬ 
ger's head was forced out at 
the first roll and held there 
by the air bag. During the 
second roll, the dummy was 
completed ejected from the ve¬ 
hicle. 

Then side impact tests re¬

McCarthy Seen As Underdog 
In Taking Fight To Primary 

One of the surprises of the Republican State Con¬ 
vention was the delegate support shown by John J. 
McCarthy of Chatham, fiery and outspoken deputy Gov¬ 
ernor during John A. Volpe's second term on Beacon 

Hill. 

McCarthy, a conservative Republican, is the only 
candidate defeated at the GOP conclave who intends 
to carry his fight on into the September primary. 

He was toppled by Josiah Spaulding of Manches¬ 
ter for the convention’s endorsement for U.S. Senator. 

The surprise produced by McCarthy, who had 
been a candidate for the U. S. Senate only three 
weeks, was that he polled a bigger delegate vote 
that did State Senator John M. Quinlan of Nor¬ 
wood who had been running for Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor for almost three years.

Editor of the Graphic: 

The following letter has 
been sent to Mayor Monte G. 

In 1952 a disease called poliomyelitis left 21.300 Basbas. It is requested that 
paralyzed victims in the United States. More than 
1500 others died. 

That year and those which immediately followed 
appeared to find the science of medicine helpless to 
meet the challenge this swift-striking scourge pre¬ 
sented. 

In many cases it seemed to reach the young and 
physically fit. For many outside the medical profes¬ 
sion, this was a new, previouly unknown disease. For 
triaYfy i&vmen, too, it seemed to have the potential to 
resist science for years. 

From a laboratory in the mid-fifties an obscure, 
dedicated researcher named Jonas Salk reached the 
conclusion that his work at last yielded an answer 
to polio. There remained a period of refinement of the 
processes by which his discovery could be used for 
the good of mankind. 

By 1954 he had developed the hypodermic use 
of the Salk vaccine. 

In 1955 Albert E. Sabin introduced the oral use 
of the vaccine.

Senafe Doves Make History, 
Buy Ads To Promote Measure 

Hanoi recently sent an expression of thanks to 
the members of one organization which sponsors pro¬ 
test and dissent against President Nixon’s handling of 
the war in Southeast Asia. 

Yet, those members apparently are considered 
good Americans despite the aid and comfort they havo 
been giving to an enemy and barbarous nation. 

Reprehensible as that may be, it is not quit# 
as outrageous from where we sit as the action of 25 
United States Senators in spending $500,000 for news¬ 
paper, television and radio advertisements in an at¬ 
tempt to pressure their colleagues in Congress. 

What the Senate doves are seeking is the 
adoption of a bill which would require President 
Nixon to withdraw all our troops from Vietnam 
by next June .30. 

Sponsors and supporters of the measure appar¬ 
ently concede that they cannot achieve its enactment 
on its merits. So for the first time in history they 
are buying advertising in the various media to mar¬ 
shal citizen backing of their proposal which would 
be translated into pressure on other Senators and Con¬ 
gressmen. 

What the citizens should do is to make clear their 
resentment of such tactics. If the Senate doves con¬ 
sider it necessary to wage a half million dollar cam¬ 
paign to promote their bill, it can't be much of 
a bill.

been determined by NCDF 
that a public forum is not con¬ 
ducive to the exchange of such 
information. Therefore, NCDF 
had the audacity to request a 
secret meeting with the Land 
Use Committee at which (and 
apparently only at which) 
they would impart this infor¬ 
mation. 

This request is contrary to 
Board of Aldermen rules 
which require that committee 
deliberations be open to the 
public. 

In other words, now that 
the masses have been molli¬ 
fied by holding public hear¬ 
ings. NCDF requests a secret 
meeting so that they may fi¬ 
nally present candid answers 
away from the scrutiny and 
possible rebuttal of the 
citizens. 

After ali, why indeed should 
the citizens be confused with 
facts that are of vital interest 
to them? 

This is but one more incident 
Indicating the contempt being 
shown for Newton's citizenry, 
who have expressed great 
concern over the NCDF "ex¬ 
periment” — but have been 
told in effect not to look the 
proverbial gift horse in the 
mouth and that we will have 
NCDF. 

Should the NCDF whose 
credibility has been thrown 
into doubt, whose disdain, cal¬ 
lousness, and lack of regard 
for the people of Newton has 
been displayed time and 
again (note the sites they 
have picked so carefully thal 
many civic organizations had 
to reject some) be allowed to 
proceed with their ill-conceiv¬ 
ed plan? We think not. 

We would also like to take 
this opportunity to point out a 
reaction to low income hous¬ 
ing by concerned people in an 
other nearby community—the 
reaction of the Brookline Tax 
payers Association. 

In a recent issue of the 
Brookline Citizen it was re¬ 
ported this Association disap 
proved of the Housing Author¬ 
ity’s application for 25 low in¬ 
come family units. The reason? 
"We feel it is essential that 
such housing not be consider¬ 
ed unless complete assurance 
be given that from three to 
five separate sites will be 
used, each resulting in dill 
dren being sent to a different 
school.” We hope Newton is 
wise enough to consider items 
such as this before a final de¬ 
cision is made in the NCDF 
petitions.

NORTHERN IRELAND CATHOLICS BRACED FOR VIOLENCE 

ROMAN CATHOLICS in Belfast, Northern Ire¬ 
land, boarded up windows and bought barbed wire 
Wednesday to protect their homes against Protestants 
celebrating victory in a religious war fought almost 
300 years ago. British infantry commanders trying to 
prevent bloodshed pleaded with Protestant leaders to 
call off parades but the Protestants refused and vio¬ 
lence was expected. Some small demonstrations were 
planned in advance of the big parade on Monday. 
Protestants, a majority in Northern Ireland, tradi¬ 
tionally celebrate victory in the Battle of fhe Boyne, 
a bloody fight on July 12, 1690, when forces under 
William of Orange defeated Catholics under King 
James and sowed seeds of hate that have torn the 
land for years. The Orange Day parades are normally 
held on July 12. but were scheduled a day later this 
year because the 12th falls on Sunday. “It was pre¬ 
dictable that the Protestants would not bend.” said 
Patrick McKillen, a leader of the Catholic Citizens De¬ 
fense group in a comment on refusal to call of the 
parades. “If they had. they woud have avoided the 
trouble which now sees inevitable." 

ISRAELI JETS STRIKE INTO EGYPT IN WIDESPREAD RAIDS 

ISRAEL sent waves of jet warplanes info Egypt 
Wednesday, attacking an antiaircraft missile base, 
military bases, bunkers and artillery sites in the day¬ 
long raids along the Suez Canal, military spokesmen 
said in Tel Aviv. In Cairo, an Egyptian spokesman 
said as many as 50 Israeli planes took part in the 
intermittent raids but that they were blocked from 
achieving their objectives by Egypt's air defense sys¬ 
tems, which hit and damaged one Israeli plane. The 
spokesman said three Egyptian soldiers were killed 
and eight wounded in the raids. On the ground. Egypt¬ 
ian artillery shelled an Israeli armored column moving 
south in the Bitter Lakes region on the canal's eastern 
bank and destroyed two vehicles, spokesmen said.

300 BLACK LEADERS CONFER TO END ASBURY PARK DISORDERS 

THREE HUNDRED black community leaders met 
Wednesday in Asbury Park, N.J., in an effort to end 
three nights of violent disorder in which at least 98 
persons were injured and 225 arrested. State Police 
officials announced that Maj. Harold Graff, head of 
the Criminal Investigations Bureau, was leading an in¬ 
vestigation of shootings Tuesday night that injured 
46 persons, four of them seriously. The black leaders 
who met at the West Side Community Center in the 
predominantly Negro section of the city demanded a 
meeting with Mayor Joseph Mattice. Mattice said he 
could not make a meeting with the blacks Wednesday 
morning because of the demands of his private law 
practice, but City Manager Samuel W. Siciliano said 
the mayor "would make himself available" later for 
such a conference. Black residents present expressed 
anger at recent events, espccialy at alleged instances of 
brutality by State police. One involved the alleged 
beating of a pregnant girl. Also criticized was the lack 
of a morning meeting with white city officials. 

NIXON WARNED OF RENEWED TROUBLE WHEN COLLEGES REOPEN 

PRESIDENT NIXON'S adviser on student dissent 
has warned him to expect renewed trouble on some 
college campuses when schools reopen this fall. White 
House sources said Alexander Heard. Vanderbilt Univ. 
chancellor who has been serving for the past two 
months as a special presidential adviser, told Nixon 
Tuesday that a general feeling of alienation — and in 
some cases anger — still exists among students. The 
sources said that samples of campus sentiment shoxVed 
particularly that Vice President Spiro T. Agnew has 
become a symbol of frustration in some segments of 
the academic community. White House Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler, however, denied reports that Heard 
told the President that student radicals on some cam¬ 
puses. particularly Columbia University and the Uni¬ 
versity of California at Bcrkclev. mav prevent schools 
from reopening. Ziegler said that neither of the schools 
was mentioned bv Heard or any of his staff In their 
discussions with the President.

9 NORWEGIAN FISHERMEN ABANDON VESSEL OFF N.H. 

NINE NORWEGIAN fishermen escaped, into life¬ 
boats Wednesday when their fishing vessel caught 
fire and sank about 26 miles off the New Hampshire 
coast.

VOTER REGISTRATION LAW RULED UNCONSTITUTIONAL 

A MASSACHUSETTS voter registration law re¬ 
quiring a six months residency in the state beyond a 
six months period in municipalities is unconstitutional, 
a three judge federal panel ruled Wednesday. Judge 
Andrew A. Caffrey wrote the opinion with Judges Ed¬ 
ward McEnee of the U.S. Court of Appeals and Hugh 
Bownes of New Hampshire concurring. Caffrey said 
the additional six months period involving persons 
moving into the state from other states "is a violation 
of the equal protection clause of the 14th Amendment. 
The ruling was made in the case of Harvey Burg of 
Marblehead, a former resident of Alabama. Last Sep¬ 
tember the registrar of voters in Marblehead denied 
him the right to register to vote in a congressional 
"lection, saying Burg didn't have a total Massachu¬ 
setts residency of one year. Burg and six others were 
allowed to cast their ballots in September in federal 
court with the clerk of courts. The court Wednesday 
ordered those ballots be impounded and counted.

A young black child 
ponders the graceful 
movements of a Robert Jot- 
fery ballet artist. Another Is 
awed by the colorful 
performances in Fiesta 
Mexicana, an International 
show. 

These are not surprising 
reactions from children 
whose existence is the ghet¬ 
to. a world confined to a few- 
city blocks or the 
neighborhood school. 

But a 31-year-old black 
educator from Florida has a 
plan for permanently chang¬ 
ing the ghetto experience. 
He doesn't try to enrich 
peoples' pockets, but their 
minds. 

Charles L, Burns, a soft- 
spoken Florida A & M 
graduate from Tallahassee, 
is going around the country 
promoting his American In¬ 
stitute for Cultural develop¬ 
ment. which helps elemen¬ 
tary school teachers set up 
cultural programs f o r 
children from low-income 
communities. 

"It is now- almost im¬ 
possible for a ghetto child to 
enjoy the same cultural 
resources as a suburban 
child." Burns said. "Schools 
in the economically im- 
proversihed areas are fail¬ 
ing to do the job because 
they just don't have the 
qualified persons to teach 
the arts. Consequently, 
many minority children are 
totally isolated culturally." 

Bums, who studied at the 
Goodman Theater School of 
Theater Arts in Chicago and 
at the New York Lincoln 
Center of Finp Arts, says 
most large communities 
have many free cultural 


events which minorities 
seldom attend. 

"The efforts will be to 
orient people on how to 
utilize the resources 
available, such as the free 
city concerts at San Fran¬ 
cisco's Stern Grove," he 
said. "Consequently, our of¬ 
fice will help coordinate 
many in school and out-of¬ 
school activities." 

In order to implement his 
program, the tali, slender 
AICD director says he will 
not seek any money from 
school districts. Instead, 
Burns calls upon local fine 
arts foundations to donate 
money and supply dis¬ 
counted tickets. Then, he 
recruits performing artists 
to demonstrate techniques 
and work with children in 
the classroom so they can 
better appreciate the arts. 

He has already helped 
establish such programs in 
Chicago and New Haven, 
Conn., and has utilized the 
talents of Artur Rubins¬ 
tein, Leonard Bernstein, 
Jose Greco, Pablo Casals 
and others in drama, music, 
art and dance.

Moon Definitely 
Has Effect On 
Human Births 

By Patricia, McCormark 

That man in the moon, 
maybe he’s really Dan 
Cupid. 

Dr. John D. Palmer, who 
watches biological clocks, 
says the birth records of 
more than a quarter - of - a 
- million children show* 
that the conception rate was 
highest during the three 
days around the full moon. 

The head of the Biology 
Department at New York 
University figures this gives 
some scientific validity to 
the "moon - spoon" ditty. 
But that's not all. 

Dr. Palmer, reporting in 
Natural History, journal of 
the American Museum of 
Natural History, says the 
blackout of Nov. 9, 1965, on 
the East Coast was 
amusingly credited b y 
newsmen with an increase 
in births in New York 
hospitals nine months later. 

The papers may have 
been wrong. Photos of black 
Tuesday, as it was called, 
show it was a night of a full 
moon, Dr. Palmer noted. 

The influence of the 
synodic - lunar month, as 
it's called, on reproductive 
cycles is not confined to 
man. Certain insects hatch 
out of their pupal cases into 
adults at the times of full 
moon. Summer egg 
production in the 
Mediterranean Sea urchin is 
greatest at the time of the

The mooon's InMuence 
also is seen in the gestation 
period of humans, the 
period from conception to 
birth. It is 266 days, exactly 
nine H.vnodic - lunar month* 
of 29.5 days each. 

Biological clocks also 
determine sleep - awake 
patterns, pulse rate, blood 
output by the heart, 

circulating red and white 
blood cells, the amount of 
protein in the blood at any 
one time, circulating blood 
volume, blood pressure, cell 
division, hormone 
secretions and about 30 
other rhythms. 

Even one time or 
infrequent events in the 
human life span seem 

subject to rhythm. Dr. 
Palmer said the rate of 

childbirths is greatest 
between two and seven a.m. 
— and lowest between two 
and eight p.m. And the 
death rate is highest

STEVEN A. MINTER APPOINTED HEAD OF WELFARE DEPT. 

STEVEN A. MINTER, a Negro and a Democrat, 
who has headed the Cleveland welfare program for 
18 months, was introduced Wednesday as the new 
commissioner of the Departent of Public Welfare to 
replace Robert F. Ott. The 32-ycarold career social 
worker will take over as head of the S633 million 
agency, one of the biggest welfare departments in the 
nation, on Aug. 10. Gov. Francis W. Sargent formally 
announed Minter’s appointment at an afternoon news 
conference. "We have made the best possible selection 
from a list of more than 100 candidates." he said. 
“He has headed the Cuyahoga County Welfare Depart¬ 
ment in Cleveland for the last year and a half, man¬ 
aged a staff of 2.200 people and a budget of $122 
million a year," the governor said. "He worked his 
way to the top of that department from caseworker 
to sui*ervisor to assistant director." The search for a 
new welfare commissioner began April 28. the date 
Ott announced his pending retirement for personal 
and professional reasons. Sen. Robert L. Cawley, D- 
Boston, chairman of the Special Legislative Commis¬ 
sion Investigating Welfare, charged Minter was not 
legally qualified for the job. In a statement. Cawley 
urged Sargent to "review your support for this nom¬ 
inee” and asked that he give consideration to a resi¬ 
dent of Massachusetts. But Albert Cramer. Sargent's 
assistant for urban affairs, said Cawley's charges were 
“silly." 

RESEARCHERS SAY MUNICIPAL INCINERATORS POSE THREAT 

MUNICIPAL INCINERATORS, while not yet a 
major air pollution problem nationwide, threaten some 
major urban areas in the US. and stricter emission 
standards should he adopted, a Boston research and 
development firm said Wednesday. Arthur D. Little. 
Inc., said that with the "accelerating growth in the 
quantities of municipal refuse in the U.S.. together 
with the scarcity and growing costs of adequate land¬ 
fill sites for disposal." incinerator design and opera¬ 
ting practices are “clearly in need of modernizing." 

(JAW OPENS 1970 ROUND OF CONTRACTS TALKS WITH GM C0RP. 

THE UNITED AUTO WORKERS opened the 1970 
round of contract talks with General Motors Corp. 
Wednesday and began presenting demands that could 
cost the auto industry more than S3 billion over the 
next three years. Leonard Woodcock, president of the 
UAW. and Earl Bramblett. GM vice president in charge 
of personnel, expressed hope a settlement could be 
worked out without a strike. Woodcock said he hoped 
“we can reach a noninflationarv. equitable settlement 
and can do it without a strike. We will do everything 
possible to achieve that end," he said. “It would be 
the greatest contribution we can make to our sorely 
troubled country.” Bramblett. pointing out that the 
average GM hourly employe already is in the top one 
third earning group in the nation, called on both sides 
to "accept the fact that we have a far greater com¬ 
munity of interest than of conflict."

47,000 BRITISH LONGSHOREMEN STRIKE SEAPORTS 

BRITAIN'S 47,000 longshoremen struck all the 
ration's seaports Wednesday for the first time in 44 
years. Union leader Jack Jones said "We ate prepared 
for a long strike." Officials said the new Conservative 
government, facing its first major challenge, may de¬ 
clare a state of emergency within the next 24 hours 
and is prepared to use troops if necessary to move per¬ 
ishable foodstuffs.

CAMBODIAN TROOPS DRIVEN BACK IN FIGHT FOR TOWN 

CAMBODIAN TROOPS tried to fight their way 
Into the mountain resort town of Kirironi on Highway 
A linking Phnom Penh to the seaport of Kompong Som, 
but had to settle for sealing it off when they were 
driven back, officials on the scene said Wednesday. 
The town has been occupied for five days by Com- 
mur> Vietnamese troops who overran the defenders 
last Saturday, and US.-trained ethnic Cambodian mer¬ 
cenaries were involved in the attempts to retake it. It 
was possible the mercenaries' first major battle test 
without US. support would develop there. In South 
Vietnam, government troops Wednesday pushed into 
mountainous jungles of the northern quarter to clear 
n wide belt of territory from south of Da Nang to the 
Laotian border before the autumn monsoons.

Editorial 


Permissive Age 

Chief Justice Elijah Adlow of Boston's Municipal 
Court in an open session of his court sharply expressed 
his criticism of a U.S. Supreme Court decision on an 
interpretation of pornography. 

A U.S. Court of Appeals made a ruling of uncon¬ 
stitutionality following a decision of the Massachusetts 
Supreme Court which upheld the validity of a long¬ 
standing statute concerned with birth control. 

In two parallel cases based on a violation of a 
rule backed by the New York State Education Com¬ 
mission which requires public school students to stand 
while the Pledge of Allegiance is recited, two Federal 
District Court judges on the same bench have made 
opposite findings. 

One judge said a law based on the school rule was 
unconstitutional. Another maintained the law was valid. 
Each case revolved around a student who remained 
seated while the pledge was recited. The rule requires 
that students, who do not participate, either stand 
silently, if they wish, or leave the room. 

The U.S. Supreme Court's rulings on pornography 
guidelines have not been characterized by any great 
degree of clarity. Perhaps, some day it will find it 
necessary to remove the haze which now clouds the 
issue with a permissiveness which will give rise not 
only to such angry comments as those of the out¬ 
spoken Judge Adlow but puzzles millions of ether 
Americans as well. 

Next Fall the U.S. Supreme Court will probably 
hear an appeal from the Court of Appeals’ action in 
striking down the Massachusetts Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion on birth control. 

Certain to go at least as high as the U.S. Court 
of Appeals will be the conflicting opinion of the two 
New York federal judges. 

Peter Finley Dunne gently chided the U.S. Su¬ 
preme Court many years ago with the claim that the 
august body was prone to follow the election returns. 

There's no question our courts change with the 
changing of the times. Perhaps, that is good. Right now. 
however, they seem to be afflicted in no small measure 
by an age of permissiveness.

concern to the Negro 
soldier.” The Afro, he 
stated, was “a source of 
great pride and identity to 
the Negro.” Hence. Vaughn 
said, the Afro haircut would 


Early in the popularity of ^ “respected by everyone, 


the Afro style there was 
some trouble when newly- 
inducted GIs rebelled 
against obeying haircut 
regulations, but the military 
apparently quickly decided 
to go along, stressing only 
neatness. 

Recently the unofficial 
military newspaper Stars 
and Stripes, quoting a 
report on race relations in 
the Army, noted that "there 
probably is no single thing 
that fosters racial ill will 
more than the topic of 
haircuts." It suggested local 
commanders take a lenient 
view on hair grooming — 
and this seems, in fact, to 
be what local commanders 
do. 

There has been little fuss 
about haircuts among 
combat troops in Vietnam 
and perhaps for the 
practical reason given by 
one Marine sergeant who 
told UPI, "It’s too damn hot 
here to wear long hair or 
sideburns or a mustache."

On the home front. It's a 
different haircut story even 
though here, too, discretion 
is mixed with regulation. 

At the giant Fort Dix, 
N.J., induction center and 
training camp, the official 
rule is the Pentagon rule: 

"The hair, including 
sideburns, will be well 
groomed, cut short or 
medium length, and neatly 
trimmed at all times. The 
faces will be clean shaven, 
with the exception that 
wearing of a neatly 
trimmed mustache i s 
permitted.” 

In practice, even trainees 
are allowed reasonably long 
sideburns and reasonably 
trimmed Afros. But no long 
stuff. 

Fort Dix commanders 
still get some flak back 
from younger trainees on 
hair lengths. One unhappy 
soldier was Pvt. Robert 
Orlando, 18, from 
Philadelphia. He's gotten 
used to short hair now but 
at the start, he said. “I 
thought it was a bit 
extreme. My head always 
felt cold.” 

Wigs Help 

At Fort Ord, the West 
Coast's big Army training 
camp, sideburns must be no 
lower than the middle of the 
ear, no mustache may 
extend wide of the lips, no 
beards are allowed and hair 
must be trimmed "neat." 
Soldiers interviewed seemed 
resigned to following 
regulations but have gone in 
for wiggery in a large way. 

“We keep our hair short 
on post but wear wigs off 
post,” said a 21 -year-old 
draftee from Oakland, Calif.

with little effort.” explained 
Herbert Bijur, president of 
the McCall Pattern Co., one 
of the giants of the industry. 

The sewing industry ex¬ 
perienced a “tremendous 
increase” that year (1967) 
Bijur said, adding that pat¬ 
tern and fabric companies 
reported gains better than 
30 per cent compared to 
eight to 10 per cent in 
previous years. 

Between 1963 and 1968, 
according to a McCall's 
piece national goods sales 
survey, fabric sales at reatil 
increased 965.6 per cent — 
from $900 million to $1.7 
billion, notions 40 per cent 
to $2165 million. A survey 
from Singer showed that 
sewing machine sales In¬ 
creased 70 per cent to $400 
million. 

Last year, the total sew¬ 
ing industry volume rose 
about 20 per cent — to well 
over $3 billion. Fabric sales 
increased to more than $2 
billion, sewing aids to more 
than $600 million and sewing 
machines to over $400 
million. 

Aside from the advent of 
the simplier fashion 
silhouette, what are the 
reasons behind this boom? 
One is the change in the im¬ 
age of the home seamstress. 
As Irwin Rothenherg, vice 
president of Weil and 
Schoenfeld Fabrics, put it. 
“Several years ago the 
home seamstress was look¬ 
ed down on, but its entirely 
different now. The woman 
who sews today is regarded 
as creative." Sewing ha* 


become the “thing” to do. 
he said. 

Although there are not as 
many women sewing out of 
extreme necessity as in the 
past, economy still Is a ma¬ 
jor factor. 

High prices and shoddy 
workmanship in ready-to- 
wear has caused many 
women to make their own 
clothes, saving 60 to 70 per 
cent or more of the retail 
cost. With this saving, a 
woman finds she can also 
have a much larger 
wardrobe. 

George M. Stevens, 
marketing manager for 
Dritz-Scoyill manufacturers 
of sewing aids, predicted no 
let-up in the boom until 
ready-to-wear prices are 
more in line with the prices 
... of the ultimate con¬ 
sumer." 

A survey by Seventeen 
magazine showed sewing is 
the number one hobby 
among the 12 million girls in 
the country between 13 and 
19 with about 94 per cent 
having access to sewing 
machines. 

Changes In the fabric in¬ 
dustry give the home 
seamstress a wider choice 
in fabric colors and pat¬ 
terns. With the rise in fabric 
chains and speciality shops, 
she receives the special at¬ 
tention and expertise from 
the saleswoman that depart¬ 
ment stores often do not 
provide. 

With all these factors con¬ 
sidered, where will the 
boom go from here? Ac¬ 
cording to Joe Bradley, 
research director at 
McCalls’, “There's no end in 
sight.”

54 ISRAELI WARPLANES ATTACK EGYPTIAN CANAL POSTS 

FIFTY-FOUR Israeli warplanes attacked Egyptian 
Suez Canal positions Wednesday and one U.S. made 
Bkyhawk jet fighter-bomber was "hit" by anti-aircraft 
fire, a spokesman in Cairo reported. Israel said all of 
Its planes returned safely from the 62nd consecutive 
day of raids against Egypt. Artillery duels also raged 
across the canal, marking the 1967 cease-fire line. Is¬ 
rael reported one sergeant was killed and another 
•oldier and a civilian wounded by Egyptian shellfire. 
The war continued in the air and on the ground even 
»s Egypt replied to the latest U.S. peace proposals on 
the Middle East. Egyptian government sources said the 
reply was a "positive" one and indicated Cairo's readi¬ 
ness to discuss the U.S. proposal further and not re¬ 
ject it out of hand. Israel had not yet replied to the 
recent proposals made by Secretary of State William 
P. Rogers. But the Israeli newspaper Maariv said the 
government of Premier Golda Meir already had decided 
to reject the plan. Israeli sources said Israel's reply 
would not be made until Egyptian President Gamal 
Abdel Nasser makes what has been billed as a major 
■peech today in which he is expected to disclose some 
details of his answer. 

BRITISH DOCK UNION LEADERS AGREE TO UNLOAD FOODS 

UNION LEADERS of 47,000 striking British long¬ 
shoremen bowed Wednesday to a government threat 
and called on the strikers to unload essential perishable 
food from the country's strikebound docks. But whe¬ 
ther all the longshoremen would follow the recommen¬ 
dation still was unclear. Alii Britian's seaports have 
been shut down for a week by the strike to back a 
demand for an 80 per cent pay increase. Dockers at 
two major seaports. Southampton and Hull, voted 
Wednesday not to handle even perishable food cargoes.

Alongside was a stack of 25 neatly piled pillowcases — 
the mark of the “pillowcase burglar." "I'm glad it's 
over," Mrs. Helen Ann Haynes was quoted by police

Bide home. The pretty, red-haired, 26-year-old house¬ 
wife admittted Tuesday that she was the "pillowcase 
burglar" responsible for some 150 to 200 Detrolt-area 
burglaries In the past eight months. Downstairs, police 
found more stacks of carefully washed and pressed 
pillowcases, all stolen, ready to carry off more loot.

TROPICAL STORM BECKY struck the Florida 
panhandle Wednesday with heavy rains that flooded 
the state capitol and a tornado which flattended three 
bouses. No injuries were reported nor any extensive 
damage. Soon after Becky made the landfall near Apa¬ 
lachicola, the sun broke through the overcast, kids 
flocked to the beach to surf in the storm-stirred 
fwells. and mechants began stripping protective tape 
from store windows. As the storm moved northward 
Into Georgia, forecasters posted fash flood warnings 
for eastern Georgia, and the eastern portion of the 
panhandle.

BOUSE UNIT OKAYS $55,000 LIMIT ON FARM SUBSIDY PAYMENTS 

THE HOUSE Agriculture Committee Wednesday 
approved a $55,000 annual limit on payments to indi¬ 
vidual farmers under each of the big price support 
programs for wheat, cotton and feed grains. The 
committee reluctantly approved the ceiling as part of 
a new three-year farm bill by voice vote and then gave 
final approval to the completed legislation. Members 
acknowledge they adopted the $55,000 per crops, per 
year limit in response to congressional demands to set 
a lower ceiling, such as the $20,000 per year per farm 
provision that the Senate approved 40 to 35 on July 8. 
There is no present limit on the amount of govern¬ 
ment payments a farmer can receive under the price 
aupport and acreage reduction programs.

Census Figures 

All the figures aren’t in. The Census Bureau points 
out that errors easily spotted or even suspected must 
be corrected. The public will just have to wait a little 
longer for the certified results of the 1970 decennial 
census. 

Some figures have already been leaked out to mem¬ 
bers of Congress and some persons outside the govern¬ 
ment, but these carry the stamp "incomplete.” 

Why or how preliminary figures got out isn't of 
much consequence at the moment except to the Census 
Bureau itself. Suddenly it’s finding itself on the de¬ 
fensive while still pushing its gigantic task to the 
finish. 

Levelled at the Bureau are sharply-worded criti¬ 
cisms. In some parts of the country various arms of 
' the media are doing checks on the so-called prelimi¬ 
nary figures. Mayors of cities, Chambers of Com¬ 
merce and some who say they merely want perfec¬ 
tion are charging miscounts. 

It appears, however, that without too much vari¬ 
ance the loudest protests are coming from those local¬ 
ities which have lost or appeared to have lost in pop¬ 
ulation. 

There was a time a place among the first 10 cities 
in the United States brought with it a certain tig- 
city prestige. Long before the drift to the suburbs 
really got underway, Los Angeles found a way to get 
right up close to the top. She merely stretched her 
arms out to incorporate a few contiguous communities. 

Then places like Houston, Texas, suddenly found 
themselves riding the rising economic tide of oil. Bos¬ 
ton was one of the cities hit hard by the suburban 
exodus. However, like other communities similarly 
victimized, the Hub has been able to point to a solid 
Greater City population. 

Right now, the Census Bureau seems to be in the 
role of a umpire who started to make his derision be¬ 
fore the play was completed. 

Unwanted Exports 

American diplomatic offices in Mexico and Italy are 
getting a growing volume of complaints from Amer¬ 
ican citizens who have become involved in violations 
of the drug laws in those countries. 

There isn’t much the diplomatic corps can do about 
it beyond attempting to see that these Americans are 
treated fairly in the matter of court actions. 

Those who are becoming involved in drug cases are 
finding the laws of both Mexico and Italy are really) 
tough, particularly as they pertain to sellers. Again,i 
because of the way the laws in those countries are 
written, judges aren't given any measure of discre¬ 
tion in imposing sentences. Guilty findings must be 
followed with very long prison sentences. 

There’s a lack of sympathy among authorities for 
, either users or sellers. The laws in the two countries 
. have been in existence for a long time and there has 
been no disposition to change them or to ease the pun¬ 
ishments of those who violate them. 

No diplomatic appeals, even unofficially, are apt 
to be forthcoming as far as Mexico is concerned. Be¬ 
cause it is one of the most prolific marijuana-produ¬ 
cing countries and much of its output was finding its 
way across the border, we asked Mexico to crack down 
on the drug traffic. 

Americans, ugly or otherwise, who are addicted to 
narcotics or who think they’ll find qcyck markets as 
salesmen of hard or so-called soft drugs, should cross 
Italy and Mexico off their itineraries. 

They’ll find police and court authorities pretty 
hard-boiled when dope is involved. Their jails aren’t I 
exactly country clubs and there isn’t much American 
consulates can do outside of notifying the folks 
back home.

Mayor White, on the basis o i surveys by responsi¬ 
ble and competent polling organizations, appears to 
have extensive potential strength. 

Former Lieutenant Governor Francis X. Bel- 
lotti is a question mark. Bellotti has not run for 
public office since 1966. The probability is that 
his strength has eroded some since then. If he is 
as strong today as he was in 1964 and 1966. then 
he is very much in this Democratic gubernatorial 
running. 

Ken O’Donnell is considered to be back in the run¬ 
ning. Most political experts believe he is last in the 
four-man field. 

O’Donnell expects to make a strong surge in Aug¬ 
ust. He is the co-author of a book about John F. Ken¬ 
nedy which will be published shortly. A portion of it 
will appear in a national magazine next month. 

The former Kennedy aide anticipates that the 
publicity surrounding the publication of his book 
will help him in his gubernatorial bid. 

At this point in the fight for the right to be the 
next Governor of Massachusetts it is risky to make 
any strong judgments. 

Sargent Builds COP Ticket 
For Showdown in November 

Governor Francis W. Sargent is living up to his 
reputation of being the best politician the Republican 
party in Massachusetts has had since the late Christian 
A. Herter. 

Mr. Sargent and his lieutenants have been quiet¬ 
ly strengthening the GOP ticket in all sections of the 
j Commonwealth. 

They have been doing it by persuading attractive 
candidates to carry the Republican banner into con¬ 
tests in districts where the GOP ordinarily might not 
even have a contender. 

No figures on the matter are yet available, but 
this writer would venture a guess that fewer seats 
in the State Legislature will go by default to the 
Democrats next November than in any election in 
recent years. 

A few of the Republicans induced to run in areas 
which are normally Democratic may achieve upsets. 
Most of them undoubtedly will be defeated. 

But if they draw out some Republicans who or¬ 
dinarily might not go to the polls or persuade a few 
people to vote Republican who might not otherwise 
do so, they will contribute to the overall GOP cause. 

Multiplied many times, that could he a signifi¬ 
cant factor in the election. This, of course, is exact¬ 
ly what Mr. Sargent has in mind in planning for 
his big election test next November. 

It is not by chance that highly attractive Republi¬ 
can candidates cropped up suddenly and even surpris¬ 
ingly in some sections just before the final date for 
filing nomination signatures. The fine hand of the 
Sarge was behind at least some of the candidacies. 

Ted Plans Walking Tours 
In Campaign For New Term 

Senator Edward M. Kennedy is an overwhelming 
favorite to win reelection next November over either 
Josiah Spaulding or John J. McCarthy who will fight 
it out in the September primary for the right to stand 
against Ted in the final fall election. 

There is little doubt that he could coast home a

Independents. 

Governor Sargent is even more popular than 
Brooke with the Republicans and is remarkably popu¬ 
lar with the Democrats and Independents.

He is planning to "walk the streets” in as many 
sections of the Commonwealth as possible between 
now and Nov. 3. 

Ted already has made walking tours in two cities, 
and his foot-weary aides are not unhappy that his 
duties in Washington will prevent him from stumping 
as much as he would like.

Brooke, Sargent and White 
Pun Ahead of Ted in Poll 

Three public figures are more popular in Massa¬ 
chusetts than Senator Edward M. Kennedy, according 
to the published results of a survey made for the Bos¬ 
ton Globe by a professional polling organization, the 
Becker Research Corporation of Cambridge. 

Many politicians are buzzing over the tabulation 
which showed 84 per cent of the people questioned 
favorable to Senator Edward W. Brooke, with popu¬ 
larity rates of 77 per cent for Governor Francis W. 
Sargent, 75 per cent for Mayor Kevin H. White and 72 
per cent for Senator Ted Kennedy. 

On the negative side the unfavorable percentages 
were 7 for Brooke, 11 for White, 13 for Sargent and 
22 for Ted. In Boston 24 per cent of the men and wom¬ 
en interviewed were unfavorable to White. 

This means, of course, that Brooke, Saigent, 
White and Ted Kennedy are all extremely popular 
in Massachusetts. It does not mean that Brooke 
necessarily would defeat Ted Kennedy if the two 
were adversaries in a state-wide election battle 
even though Brooke's popularity rating is listed as 
12 per cent higher than Ted’s. 

A lot of people in the Bay State obviously like 
both Governor Sargent and Mayor White. Which of 
the two a majority of the voters would prefer for the 
Governorship is a question time will answer if White 
wins the Democratic nomination for Governor next 
September. 

A difference of two percentage points in the popu¬ 
larity of Sargent and that of White would not mean 
much, and, of course, there are varying degrees of 
popularity which in the final analysis determine the 
outcome of political fights. 

One of the interesting sidelights to the poll was 
that 72 per cent of the persons quizzed in Democratic 
Boston were favorable to Republican Governor Sargent 
while Mayor White's popularity rating in his home 
city, according to the Globe returns, was 69 per cent. 
That is understandable because of the controversial 
matters on which White must make decisions. 

Too much political significance should not be 
attached to the poll figures. For instance, the sur¬ 
vey gave John McCarthy a favorable rating of 19 
per cent and Josiah Spaulding one of 16 per cent. 
Yet. Spaulding is expected to prevail over Mc¬ 
Carthy in the Republican primary. 

It must have come as a shock to Spaulding to read 
that 80 per cent of the people interviewed during the 
poll either never heard of him or had no opinion about 
him. 

This writer must confess that he belongs with the 
94 per cent of the people questioned who did not know 
or had no opinion about Alan Sisitsky. 

Representative Mary Newman of Cambridge, the 
Republican nominee for Secretary of State, could 
hardly have been flattered to learn that 89 per cent of 
those quizzed either never heard of her or didn’t know| 
enough about her to have an opinion concerning her. 


The Governor's popularity rating was 86 per cent 
with the Republicans, 79 per cent with the Independ¬ 
ents and 72 per cent of the Democrats. 

Ted Kennedy had the most realistic ratings. He 
was liked by 81 per cent of the Democrats, 75 per 
cent of the Independents and only 46 per cent of 
the Republicans. 

One per cent of the people polled were unfavor¬ 
able to Alan Sisitsky. We can’t figure out why they'ro 
displeased with him. 

Issue of Lowering Voting 
Age to 19 on Fall Ballot 

One of the questions to be settled by the peofJ* 
of Massachusetts when they go to the polls in next No¬ 
vember’s election is whether the State Constitution 
should be amended to lower the voting age to 19 in 
this Commonwealth. 

That poses an intriguing question. If the people 
kill the proposal to give the 19-year-olds the right to 
vote and if the Supreme Court rules the 18-vear-old 
voting act passed by Congress is valid, what happens 
then? 

While the people are disposed to approve sug¬ 
gested changes in the State Constitution, there is no 
assurance whatever that they will lower the voting age 
to 19 in Massachusetts. 

College riots and demonstrations in the fall, for 
example, could result in public opposition to such 
a step. 

U.S. Attorney General John N. Mitchell has re¬ 
quested Massachusetts and other states to notify him 
by early next month whether they will conform with 
the 18-year-old voting law. 

Many persons assumed that Mitchell was trying 
to force the states to accept that act. What he actually 
was probably doing, however, was to set the stage for 
a test case before the U.S. Supreme Court to determine 
whether the law passed by Congress is valid. 

Some legal experts express the opinion that it is 
unconstitutional. President Nixon himself voiced 
doubt as to its constitutionality when he signed it. 

But it would make the action of the people mean¬ 
ingless if the court holds it is constitutional. 

Move To Arm Registry Men 
Could Prove Unwise Step 

The arguments against the advisability of arming 
Registry of Motor Vehicles insj>ectors appeared to out¬ 
weigh those in favor of such a step. 

It came as a surprise, therefore, when enough 
votes were mustered in both the State Senate and the 
House of Representatives to pass a law over Governor 
Sargent’s veto providing that the Registry inspectors 
be armed. 

Inevitably, a Registry inspector will have occa¬ 
sion to use the revolver issued to him, and inevita¬ 
bly. someone will be killed by a bullet from the re¬ 
volver of a Registry man. 

Time will tell whether this was a wise step. The 
present disposition is to believe it was not.

HEAT WAVE WILL LINGER INTO WEEKEND DESPITE SHOWERS 

THE HOT SPELL in New England will outlast 
possible thundershowers today and run into the week¬ 
end with daytime temperatures in the 90s. the Wea¬ 
ther Eureau predicted glumly Wednesday. The linger¬ 
ing heat wave has forced Boston and other commun¬ 
ities to initiate a ban on all outside use of water. 
"We’re looking for it to stay hot and humid through 
the rest of the week and on into the weekend,” a 
Weather Bureau spokesman said. ‘‘It'll be in the low 
90s for most areas during the day and even in the 70s 
at night." Possible thundershowers late tonight won’t 
drive off the sticky weather either, the spokesman said. 
"It Looks bad.” Joseph Casazza, public works com¬ 
missioner for Boston, said the city's ban on ‘'non-essen¬ 
tial’’ outdoor water use was announced at the request 
of the state Public Health Department. The ban applies 
to watering lawns, washing cars, refilling pools and the 
use of fountains. 

NEW BEDFORD MAYOR BLAMES ‘OUTSIDE FORCES' FOR UNREST 

MAYOR GEORGE ROGERS of New Bedford said 
Wednesday "outside forces" may have been involved 
in recent racial and ethnic unrest in the economically 
depresssed city, At a news conference, Rogers said 
the curfew imposed Tuesday would be continued in- 
definately. but would be effective at 9 p.m. today in¬ 
stead of 12:30 a m. as on Tuesday. "There is evidence 
that outside forces including the SDS (Students for a 
Democratic Societyl and the Black Panthers are in¬ 
volved in the recent problems in New Bedford." the 
mayor said. He added the city's 240 policemen were 
working in four shifts around the clock in hopes of 
averting any trouble. Nine persons arrested in rock 
and bottle throwing incidents Tuesday night in the 
city's South End were arraigned Wednesday on char¬ 
ges including disturbing the peace, assault and bat¬ 
tery An a police officer and violating the curfew. They 
were released for another appearance Aug. 6. Police 
said the city was "very calm" Wednesday.

TWIN PERILS FORCE NEW YORK INTO EMERGENCY ALERT 

TWIN PERILS of air pollution and power short¬ 
age forced a sweltering New York City to declare the 
first stage of an emergency alert Wednesday and to 
cut electric voltage by 5 per cent for the second day. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay warned New Yorkers to "pre¬ 
pare for the banning of all private vehicles for certain 
areas of the city” if the pollution crisis worsened. The 
warning can* after the Air Resources Department re¬ 
ported that oxidants in the air had reached "unsatis¬ 
factory to unhealthy" levels. The sun was nearly in¬ 
visible and tourists atop the 1,472-foot Empire State 
Building could see only 2 miles at most through the 
yellow-gray smog. 

MANSON CRITICIZED 'FAMILY'; SLAYINGS ‘TOO MESSY' 

CHARLES MANSON criticized his "family" mem¬ 
bers because the slayings at the Sharon Tate residence 
were "too messy." and personally led a foray the next 
right to show them how to do it. the state's key wit¬ 
ness said Wednesday at the Los Angeles trial. Linda 
Kasabian. 21, one of Manson’s hippie cultists, related 
to the murder jury the events following five killings 
at the Tate residence last August and then told of set¬ 
ting out with a group armed with two long swords for 
the nome of grocer Lono LaBianca. As the tiny blonde 
wove Manson Into her tale of the killings, the 35-year- 
old convict stared and signaled with his hands at Mrs. 
Kasabian and the three female defendants waved 
their fingers in a pattern in the air like a hypnotist. 
During one pause in the testimony, Manson called 
across to her, "You're lying." In a clear voice, Mrs. 
Kasabian replied, "It’s not a lie. Charlie. You know it." 

NIXON TO VISIT MEXICO'S PRESIDENT GUSTAVO DIAZ 0RDAZ 

PRESIDENT NIXON will fly to the Mexico resort 
of Puerto Vallarta Aug. 20 for an official 24-hour visit 
with President Gustavo Diaz Ordaz, the White House 
anounced Wednesday. Press Secretary Ronald L. Zieg¬ 
ler said the President, who will be accompanied by Mrs. 
Nixon, “very likely" would come to the Western White 
House at San Ciemente. Calif., for another working 
visit following his overnight stay. Ziegler said the 
meeting was arranged to "continue the personal ex 
change of views" begun last September 8 when the 
two leaders met at the Amistad Dam on the U.S.- 
Mexico border. The discussions will he on “matters of 
mutual interest and developments in bilateral rela¬ 
tions between the two countries,” Ziegler said. Puerto 
Vallarta is a picturesque vacation spot on the Pacific 
Coast west of Guadalajara and rivals Acapulco as a 
resort.

BRITISH UNION CALLS OFF LONGSHOREMEN'S STRIKE 

UNION DELEGATES Wednesday called off the 
nationwide longshoremen's strike that has paralyzed 
Britain’s ports for two weeks and cost more than $1.7 
billion in lost trade. But militant strikers charged a 
‘‘sellout" and threatened continued wildcat walkouts. 
The 82 delegates representing Britain's 47,000 striking 
longshoremen voted 51-31 to accept a peace package 
proposed Monday by a government-appointed court of 
Inquiry. The National Association of Port Employers 
already has accepted the peace package. 

ISRAELI JETS STRIKE EGYPTIAN. JORDANIAN FRONTS 

ISRAELI WARPLANES struck Wednesday across 
the Egyptian and Jordanian fronts while the govern¬ 
ment of Premier Golda Meir faced the threat of a 
government walkout bv hawkish Gahal party members 
if Israel accepted the U.S. Middle East peace proposals. 
Ground fighting also was reported on the two fronts. 
The Arab world also was sharply divided over the plan 
submitted by Secretary of State William P. Rogers to 
"stop the shooting and start the talking.’ A mass pro¬ 
test march was staged in Baghdad, capital of Iraq, 
condemning acceptance of the proposals by Egypt and 
Jordan.

At least one candidate endorsed by the l*en>o- 
cratic State Convention is usually toppled in the subse¬ 
quent Democratic primary. 

The two most famous cases in recent years were 
the defeats of ex-Governors Endicott Peabody and 
Foster Kurcolo in 1964 and 1960 respectively. 

Peabody was standing for renomination for Gov¬ 
ernor, and Furcolo was seeking the Democratic nomi¬ 
nation for the U.S. Senate. In both instances the men 
who bested them in the primary were beaten in the 
final election.

Boating

The Coast Guard Is 
looking forward to a lot of 
headaches when the 21st 
challenge series for the 
America's Cup sails away 
from the starting buoy off 
Newport, R.I., on Sept. 15. 

Officials predict a 
spectator fleet of more than 
4,000 pleasure craft will head 
out to sea to view the start 
of the four-out-of seven 
series between the U.S. 
defender and a challenger 
from either France or 
Australia. 

The Coast Guard's task 
will be to keep these avid 
spectators a to! east 100 yards 
outside the boundaries of 
the sixlegged, 24.3 mile 
racing course which starts 
at a buoy seven miles south- 
southeast of the Brenton 
Reef Light Tower. 

It won't be easy. The 
Coast Guard found this out 
in 1958 when the Cup series 
was revived using 12-Meter 
yachts and about 2,000 
pleasure boats sailed out to 
view the start In a scene 
reminiscent of the British 
rescuing their troops from 
Dunkirk In World War II. 

Thirty-five hundred 
spectator boats were on 
hand for the 1962 challenge, 
2000 in 1964 and 2,500 In 1967. 
In 1964, a small sailing craft 
squeezed through the Coast 
Guard screen and almost 
collided with the American 
defender. 

Lt. Cmdr. M R. Dumas, 
Coast Guard public 
information officer for the 
races, says the expected 
record 4,000 spectator boats 
this year is strictly an 
estimate, but that is the

Farmers chopped trees so 
the cattle «-ould eat the 
leaves. But while the 
drought was difficult, the 
dust was impossible. 

A vast area, which in¬ 
cluded parts of Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Colorado. Texas and 
New Mexico, became the 
dust bowl. Soil from the 
region was whipped into the 
air day after day in 1934. 

On a single day experts 
estimated that 300 million 
tons of rich top soil was 
lifted by the winds from the 
Dust Bowl. In places where 
there had been farmsteads 
there were sand dunes. The 
dust, like snow, drifted fence 
high. In North Dakota dust 
drifts blocked roads. 

One Kansas wheat farmer, 
describing the “black 
blizzard," wrote that it 
"begins to blow with only a 
slight breeze ... the wind 
increases its velocity until it 
is blowing at 40 to 50 miles 
an hour. Soon everything is 
moving — the land is blow¬ 
ing — the very sun is blotted 
out." 

Little could survive in the 
gritty hell. Crops perished.

Then the 
people left. 

There was an exodus from 
the dust desert such as this 
nation had never seen. 
Families which could trace 
their claim to the pioneer 
days became migratory. I 
Highways were cluttered 
with vehicles carrying all the 
possessions the refugees 
could pile aboard. Between 
1935 and 1939 California 
alone received 350.000 Dust 
Bowl farmers. ' 

Soil experts estimated 
that in the 1930s more than 9 
million acres of good land 
was virtually destroyed by 
wind erosion. Almost 80 
million more acres suffered 
serious damage. 

Coming in the midst of the 
great depression, the dust 
storm disaster pushed 
millions into poverty. Much 
of the nation had been 
knocked to its knees. 

Then began an un- 
preeedented campaign to 
salvage the nation'* 
resource*. In the spring of 
1933, the Civilian Con¬ 
servation Corps was created. 
The government enlisted 
300,000 needy young men In 
the fight to restore the land. 

The forest service planted 
a shelterbelt of more than 
200 million trees. Soil con¬ 
servation rules were put into 
effect. Grazing on public 
lands was regulated. 

Slowly, the devastated 
lands were made livable 
again. But the loss — ! 
measured in either dollars or 
misery — could never be 
erased.

Editorials . . • 

How to Waste Money 

Figures compiled by the Congressional Quarterly 
reveal that trips made to foreign countries by mem¬ 
bers of Congress and the U.S. Senate during 1969 cost 
American taxpayers more than $500,000. 

This, incidentally, was the smallest amount ex¬ 
pended for that purpose since Congressional Quarter¬ 
ly began keeping abreast of travel expenses. 

All that proves, of course, is that Congress can 
waste more in one year than in another. 

The statistics show 53 Senators and 156 Congress¬ 
men made a total of 296 trips at public expense. 

Senator William P. Spong (D) of Virginia was a 
very well traveled gentleman. During the year he visit¬ 
ed Belgium, Israel, Lebanon, Jordan, Egypt and Can¬ 
ada. 

Some of the 296 trips undoubtedly were worthwhile. 
But it also is safe to assume that a majority of them 
were nothing more than wasteful junkets which per¬ 
mitted Congressmen and Senators to take vacations 
from Washington at no expense to themselves. 

This is one of the legal methods of wasting public 
money. 

School Board Autonomies 

Attorney General Quinn's office notes a rise in 
the number‘of suits being brought against cities and 
towns by School Committees refusing to accept cuts 
in the budgets they prepared. 

Most of the suits are coming from the towns which 
during the Town Meeting season slashed away at the 
amounts of cash the school boards felt necessary to 
appropriate to give children an education. 

In each case the school boards have citied statutes 
giving them autonomy. In the past such suits have 
generally found the courts on the side of tne School 
Committees. The law, it would appear, as it stands, is 
rather unyielding in the matter. 

In these latter days of limited Town Meetings, it 
is possible that some of the validity has been brushed 
off the old boast that the New England Open Town 
Meeting was democracy operating in its truest sense. 
Yet, the modern Town Meeting, limited in membership 
for all practical purposes, to the comfortable capacity 
of the ground floor of the best and most available 
meeting hall, is still pretty cose to the peope. 

In another day it had a pretty good rein on town 
expenses. It still holds control over general expenses, 
even if that control has been loosened a bit by collec¬ 
tive bargaining. However, it has no control over county, 
MDC, MBTA and expenses imposed by the state.

Spaulding and McCarthy Are 
Involved in Bitter Dispufe 

Josiah Spaulding and John J. McCarthy, embat¬ 
tled opponents for the Republican nomination for U.S. 
Senate, occasionally take time out from lambasting 
Senator Edward M. Kennedy to level a few vigorous 
and well aimed blows at each other. 

Spaulding directed one rap at McCarthy which 
has incensed the latter and his followers. The colonel, 
it seems, is better at dishing It out than he is at 
taking it. 

During one of the exchanges between Spaulding 
and McCarthy, Spaulding claimed that former Gover¬ 
nor John A. Volpe had fired McCarthy from the posi¬ 
tion as State Commissioner of Administration and Fi¬ 
nance, popularly known as that of Deputy Governor. 

McCarthy served as Deputy Governor during 1965 
and 1966 and at the start of 1967 was succeeded in 
that office by Anthony DeFalco of Needham who 
had been Mr. Volpe’s chief secretary and in 1966 was 
his campaign manager. 

Whether McCarthy quit, walked out, was eased 
out or thrown out, this writer does not know. 
Spaulding, who may not know either, implies that 
McCarthy was told to get lost. 

This observer does know that ex-Governor Volpe 
was not exactly happy over some of the controversies 
in which McCarthy embroiled both himself and his 
boss. 

It was reported on Beacon Hill at the time that 
McCarthy was eased out by Volpe. One sure thing ie 
that no pressure was exerted to induce McCarthy to 
return to his job. 

The man who could settle the argument — John 
A. Volpe, now the Secretary of Transportation in Pres¬ 
ident Nixon’s Cabinet — is staying entirely apart from 
the dispute. 

A paradoxical aspect to this row between Spauld¬ 
ing and McCarthy, who have been acting more like 
Democrats than Republicans, is that the McCarthy 
adherents have been claiming Spaulding would 
not be tough enough with Ted Kennedy in a 
campaign. 

Spaulding evidently is too tough with McCarthy 
to suit the colonel and his admirers.

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Israel Will Not Become 
Another Czechoslovakia

TEL AVIV, Israel — With 2/ z million Israelis immediately surrounded by 
some 80 million Arabs who are backed by an ever-increasing number of Soviet 
pilots, technical personnel, missilemen, and sophisticated materiel, the question is 
often asked: Would Israel make a fight of it, if the Russians decided to gamble 
on a military take-over of their country? 

The substantial Russian build-up of men and materiel in Egypt and what 
the Soviets intend to do is obviously causing deep concern here. The recent ar¬ 
ticle in American TIME Magazine that suggest the Israelis are deep in gloom 
aoes not dt well. 


“Dubcek said the Czechs 
wouldn't fight if the Rus¬ 
sians came in,” says Dr.

Thor Heyerdahl’s discovery 
of oil in the midst of the At* 
lantlc may have more perma¬ 
nent effect on science than his 
theory that the ancient Egyp* 
tians settled Central America 
and taught the Mayas their 
secrets. 

Of course, Thor didn’t really 
“discover’’ oil. That, I believe,' 
means bringing in a gusher. 
He didn’t even discover that 
there are oil slicks and float¬ 
ing blobs of oil strewn all over 
the seven seas, the result of 
man’s pollution of the ocean. 
Scientists and conservation¬ 
ists have been pointing out 
that fact for some time now. 

But Thor Heyerdahl has a 
wonderful sense of the dra¬ 
matic. He announces the pol¬ 
lution of the seas from a most 
elegant papyrus boat, guaran¬ 
teed to capture the human 
imagination. And he tells the 
story in the most human of 
terms. Other scientists may 
say that at least a million tons 
of oil are dumped, pumped, 
and otherwise spilled at sea 
every year (which they are), 
but good old Thor says, “It 
was too dirty to take a morn¬ 
ing bath.” Those are word* 
that pack a wallop. 

That million tons of spilled 
oil per year figure, by ths 
way, is an estimate made by 
Dr. Max Blumer of the Woods 
Hole Oceanographic Institu¬ 
tion in an article, “Oil Pollu¬ 
tion of the Ocean,” in the booX 
Oil on the Sea, edited by Dr. 
David P. Holt of the Engineer* 
ing Department at Massachu¬ 
setts Institute of Technology. 

I talked to Dr. Blumeff 
about that million tons esti¬ 
mate, which seems Acredibiy 
high. He arrived at it by 
study of ships’ and ports’ rec¬ 
ords of average percentages 
of oil lost, correlating them 
with known amount of oil 
shipped each year, which is 
more than a billion tons. Dr. 
Blumer says, “A million tons 
is a conservative estimate. No 
one from the oil industry has 
questioned it.” 

As far as I know, the fact 
that at least a million tons of 
oil are dumped into the ocean 
every year made few front 
pages. But Thor’s dirty baths 
made front pages all over the 
world. 

Personally, I still think th# 
Mayas were perfectly capablt 
of building pyramids, invent¬ 
ing mathematics, studying as¬ 
tronomy, and learning how to 
write strictly on their own .., 
the inventiveness of the hu¬ 
man spirit is universal, old 
world or new .. . but whether 
his theory turns out to be 
right or wrong, Thor Heyer¬ 
dahl is doing the world a 
great service by dramatizing 
the horror of oil pollution te 
the modern world as well as . 
dramatizing his ideas about I 
the ancient world.

Blacks Train 
Architects 
For Tomorrow 

By Frederick H. Treesh 

Robert Harrison grew up 
on Eighth Avenue in 
Harlem. His academic 
achievement in public 
school was not outstanding. 
About his artistic talent as a 
child, he says, “I scribbled 
a lot.” 

Now, Robert, who is 19, is 
doing his drawing as a 
draftsman in the office of a 
New York architectural 
firm and hopes to enroll 
next September at the 
University of Michigan as a 
student in architecture. 

Harrison is one of a small 
group of black and Puerto 
one - year work and study 
program . operated by the 
Architexts’ Renewal 
Committee in Harlem 
(ARCH) with support by the 
New York chapter of the 
American Institute o f 
Architects (AIA). 

The purpose is to prepare 
the young men for college 
training in architecture 
with the expectation that, 
as professionals, they will 
return to their communities 
to put their skill to work. 
Summer Classes 

Trainees attend summer 
classes for 10 weeks, 
learning technical subjects 
such as architectural design 
as well as math, reading, 
English and black history. 
Then from September to the 
following June they work in 
architect's offices a s 
draftsmen during the day 
and attend classes at night 
to fill the gaps in their high 
school education. Some did 
not have diplomas when 
selected for the program. 

Keys to the success of the 
training is in the way the 
youths are motivated, small 
riass sixe 10 is maximum 
and individual help. 

Of 19 trainees selected for 
the first year of the 
“Architecture in the 
Neighborhoods" Program in 
1968, 13 obtained 

employment in architects’ 
and six were enrolled 
this year at the Uni¬ 
versities of Michigan 
and Kansas and are doing 
well. 

Encourage Applicants 

Arthur Symes, a black 
architect who directs 
ARCH, says he expects as 
many as a dozen of his 
trainees to be accepted in 
college this year. 

"We constantly tell the 
students we are not just 
trying to take them out of 
low - paying jobs in the 
garment district or 
restaurant kitchen just so 
they can make a lot of 
money. We are talking 
about making a contribution 
to the community. 

"We expect them to come 
back to Harlem or another 
poor community and help 
build housing and clean up 
the environment,” Symes 
said. 

This idealism has rubbed 
off on young Harrison. He 
lias his eye on his old 
neighborhood at Eighth 
Avenue and 119th Street 
"Where the buildings are all 
rundown and half are 
condemned — including the 
one I used to live in.”

Sour Notes From Backstage 
Plague Opera Box Offices 


By ROBERT MUSEL 

Blame the times or 
changing tastes, but much of 
the grandness has gone out 
of grand opera in Europe. 

Critics sometimes 
complain that classical opera 
tends to be a statis art. The 
tenor breaks off a duel to 
sing an aria. The basso holds 
back the death rattle long 
enough to hit low C. 

The lovers delay their 
escape for a melodious duet. 

If the critic* want more 
continuous u-tlon the place 
to go 1* backstage. Europe'* 
opera house* are in a 

ferment once the curtaift 
goe* down. Wages, clashes 
of temperament, union rule*, 
huge deficits - these are 
among the subject* no one 
sing* about in Pari* or in 

Vienna or at La-Scala in 

Italy. 

Backstage, it's more 
uproar than opera. 

Recently Roland Petit, the 
internationally known 
choreographer, quit the 
Paris Opera only four 

months after he was called 
in to enliven its ballet. He 
complained he had no office 
or telephone and that, even 
worse, the labor troubles 
that persuaded the 
Communist-led General 
Workers Confederation to 
cancel two performances of 
the visiting Russian Bolshoi 
in January were nowhere 
near settlement. 

On that occasion angry 
fans, including the 
Communist Party presidenti¬ 
al candidate, had to wait in 
line in the rain to get their 
money back. The opera 
workers wanted and still 
want higher wages and 
shorter hours. The 
management counterpoint 
is that the opera is running 
at a near $1' million a year 
deficit even with seats 
selling at $10 and $12. 

Canned Opera? 

By general agreement the 
Paris Opera is not what it 
should bo. Musicians 
practise only three hours a 
day -- in the afternoon - and 
can send in a replacement if 
they have something better 
to do. There hasn't been a 
new opera added to the 
repertory in 10 years. 

One of the first thing* 
Vienna did after the war 
was get it* famous opera 
back into working order and 
tlie result of that devotion 
to culture i* an annual 
deficit of over $7 million and 
labor trouble. 

Last October the opera 
chorus refused to put on 
costumes for a dress 
rehearsal of Smetana's 
"Dalibor" on the ground 
they had already completed 
the two dress rehearsals 
called for in the union 
contract. 

In the recent Austrian 
election campaign some way 
of cutting down the opera 
deficit was discussed by all 
sides but nothing definite 
emerged. One idea was to 
film and record perform¬ 
ances and sell them complete 
to films and television. 

Innovations? 

This isn't the first time 
there has been a lack of 
harmony backstage i n 
Vienna. In 1964 the gala 
opening of Puccini's 
"La Bohcme" was cancelled 
five minutes before curtain 
time, sending President 
Adolf Schaerf and the rest 
of the audience home. 

In 1966 the extras went on 
strike, reducing the 
Egyptian army in Verdi's 
"Aida” to a new low of six 
from 200. In 1968 there were 
only enough chorus singers 
for one chorus in Wagner s 
“The Flying Dutchman" 
which clearly calls for two. 

Of all the troubles opera 
faces In Italy the bitterest I* 
it* partial eclipse by pop 
music, the most despised of 
art forms to the opera buff. 
But the young Italian is 
much more likely to be 
whistling a Beatles tune 
than Rlgoletto these days 
and the opera box office is 
suffering accordingly. 

In some places theaters 
have to hand out free tickets 
to keep up the illusion of full 
houses. 

The Italian government's 
subsidy of opera the past 
two years amounts to $38 
million. La Scala alone had a 
deficit of $2.7 million. 
Although the most 
prominent of Italy's opera 
houses got through the 
strike season without a 
walkout. La Scala's 700 
permanent staff are 
demanding wage increases. 

The troubles of the West 
Berlin Municipal Opera stem 
from the fact the city is cut 
off from the rest of 
Germany and its aging 
population prefers the safe 
and familiar operas of the 
past. They can fill the place 
with "La Boheme," nut how 
many times can Mimi's tiny 
hand lie frozen? 

"We have empty seat* for 
modern operas and ballet." 
said C laus H. Henneberg. a 
theater official. "At one time 
fans would come from as far 
away as Leipzig or Dresden 
to attend a modem opera 
performance in Berlin but 
now they are cut off. 


Nevertheless, we try to do 
one modem opera a year." 

The Royal Opera House in 
Covent Garden in London, 
like all opera houses, sells 
most of its seats at high 
prices - around $10 for the 
best - and, like most opera 
houses, still manages to run 
a heavy deficit. The British 
government provides an 
annual subsidy of about $3 
million which is resented by 
a number of other cultural 
groups since they claim it 
gives a minority interest ths 
majority grant. 

National Pride ' 

A subsidy of much less 
would give the Sadler's 
Wells Opera House down the 
road -- which insists on 
singing operas in English 
with British artists where 
possible -• a much less 
worrying time and be mors 
patriotic in some views. But 
ever since a memorable 
production of "Don Carols" 
in 1958 the Royal Opera 
House has been considered 
worthy of rank with the best 
in Europe and its prestige is 
a matter of national pride.
